This was just what was wanted by 
When they laid their plans for 
they first considered how ‘they 
could get the jailer on the inside of the 
corridor. The rules of the jail prohibit any 
of the night guards from going within the 
rock portion of the jail after the prison- 
ers are locked up at night. 

But the men were equal 
gency, and they decided to create a great 
disturbance, and compel the jailer to un- 
lock the inner door and come within reach. 
As long as the jailer remained on the cut- 
side they well knew their scheme would 
prove futile and never could be put into 
execution. 

The prisoners saw their 
work, and they saw that if the jailer would 
enter the corridor to quiet the disturbance, 
they could easily repeat the programme 
the next night. 

All day Monday the men discussed the 
scheme to kill McCullough that night and 
make a mad dash through the door. 

Monday afternoon the was cOm- 
plete, and the jail would have been freed 
of all its inmates but for Captain Eubanks, 
whose detective skill frustrated the plot. 

Hanye’s Cell False Locked. 

The cells are locked by a trusty named 
Berry. It is his duty to go down the corri- 
dor after the prisoners are in the cells and 
push tfe link into the door. When all the 
links are in the doors, a guard at the outer 
door puils a long rod through all the links 
and the doors are securely locked in t*'s 
manner. * 

When Berry, who is said to have been one 
of the original plotters, reached Hanye’s 
cell he did‘ not push _§ the link entirely 
through, but only a short distance. After 
passing all other sells, the long rod was 
pulled into position and all the cells, save 
Hanye's, were locked. 

Hanve tied his cell door securely with 
wire, so that when the guard came down the 
corridor a few minutes later, shaking the 
doors to see if they were locked, and tug- 
ged at the murderer's cell, he found it se- 
cure. To all appearances the door was 
fastened as were the others. 

Weapons in Hanye’s Cell. 

Hidden in Hanye’s cell were two knives, 
a saw, four pieces of steel and a heavy iron

Should the keys have been placed out of 
reach, the saws and files would easily and 
quickly have cut the strongest bars and 
then all would have been liberated. It 
would have been the work but a mo- 
ment to commit a double murder and break 
through the bars to the ctreet. 

One Knife found in Hanye's cell was a 
long-bladed weapon with keen edge, while 
the other knife was smaller. The bar of 
iron was very heavy and could have been 
used as an excellent instrument in perform- 
ing the ghastly task. 

The smaller pieces of iron and steel were 
stripped from the iron bunk. but the jail- 
ers have not the slightest idea as to the 
manner in which the knives and iron bar 
were secured. But they were found hidden 
in the cell—murderous weapons that would 
have been used had it become necessary. 

Tom Delk Had a Key. 

Though the cell of Tom Delk was locked 
and the big bolt clanked heavily into posi- 
tion, the desperate man smiled sarcastically 
at the jailer who shook his door to try 
the lock.

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GARDINER BEATS THE RECORD. 


Wheel Moves the Mile in 2:01 Fiat in 
Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., August 14-—The races 
of the national League Of American Wheel- 
men meet today, In the finishes and the 
time made, bordered on the sensational. 

One of the most important world’s rec- 
ords, the one-mile open, was broken. 
The one-mile national championship was 
decided, so far as the present progress of 
the circuit is concerned. It was won by 
Tom Cooper. 

Arthur Gardiner did the record-breaking 
in the mile open, paced by John S. Johnson 
and J. W. Parsons, the Australian cham- 
pion, with thirteen starters in the race. 

Gardiner rode the mile in 2:01, beating 
the record of 2:01 4-5, established by Bald, 
just a week ago at Buffalo. He won by a 
pneumatic sprint in the stretch, which he 
entered ten lengths behind Sanger, who 
led the field. Chairman Gideon stated af- 
terwards that it was the most rapid burst 
of speed that he had ever seen or heard of. 
Cooper was not entered in this race. 

In the mile national championship, 
Cooper, who won, had the closest c&ll of 
the year. He beat Owen Kimble across 
the tape only half the diameter of his 
front wheel. Bald was third, a length be- 
hind Kimble, others being bunchea 
behind.

J. C. Mitchell’s chain broke and he 
fell. Karl Thome, the Kentucky one-mile 
champion, fell over him, and three other 
riders landed on Mit ‘hell before he could 
rise.

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TENNESSEE’S TREASURY EMPTY. 


Governor Turney Calls an Extra Ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 14.—(Special.)— 
Governor Turney today called an extra 
session of the legislature tor September 
7th to amend the revenue and assessment 
laws increasing taxation so that the state 
will be able to meet itS expenses. 

The surplus of half a million in the 
treisury in °’94 has been used un. The 
legislature reduced the state tax 331-3 per 
cent and also reduced privileges. 

Increases in the assessed valuation of 
all property was expected, but there was a 
decrease instead with the result that the 
revenue was reduced $565,000 from tha 
preceding year. The expenditures exceed 
receipts and the balance now in the treas- 
ury belongs to special funds. Unless the 
legislature had been called there would 
have been a default in January interest 
and a large floating debt. The state tax 
will be increased. The call just at this 
time may hurt the democrats, but the 
leaders preferred taking the risk to seeing 
a default in the interest.

Not Killed in Battle, as Was at First 
Reported. 

New York, August 14.—A letter was re- 
ceived today at the Cuban junta from a 
correspondent in cuba under date of Au- 
gust 6th, which stated that General Juan 
Bruns Zayas was not killed in battle as 
reported, but was murdered.

PARLIAMENT WAS PROROGUED. 


Queen Victoria’s Address Reviews the 
Situation Thoroughly. 

London, August 14.—The 
proroguing parliament wag delivered to the 
house of commons at 6:15 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. The speech says: 

“My relations with the powers continue 
to be friendly. The hostile movements of 
the dervishes in the valley of the Nile 
against the positions occupied by Italy east 
of that river convinced me that it was 
necessary for Egypt to take steps toward 
arresting their advance. By my advice and 
sanction an expedition has undertaken 
to restore to the government of the khedive 
as far as Dongola the territory which was 
lost a decade ago. The operations of the 
expedition are proceeding and by the bDril- 
liant action at Ferket a large proportion 
of the territory has already been recovered. 

“The condition of portions of Turkey 
continues to cause anxiety and at present 
Crete is the principal center of the disturb- 
ances. I have observed strict neutral.ty, 
but in conjunction with the powers I en- 
deavored to reconcile the contestants by 
proposing a system of government which 
should be equitable and equally acceptable 
to Christians and Mussulmans. 

“I regret that a serious rebellion, sig- 
nalized with cruel murders, has broken 
out in Matabeleland, the rising having ex- 
tepded into Mashonaland. The work of 
defense and repression has been under- 
taken, the settlers displaying great coutr- 
age. They hage since been re-enforced 
by imperial and other troops.”’ 

The speech refers to the Matabele country 
and expresses hope that the rebels will! 
shortly accept the clemency which has 
been offered to them. 

Referring to the matter of the delimita- 
tion of the Indian frontier, the speech 
says that the agreéments between the shah 
of Persia and the ameer of Afghanistan 
upon’ the subject are friendly to the.Chi- 
trals. Relief garrisons sent to Chitral 
have received the co-operation of the 
tribesmen. 

Her majesty expresses her thanks [to 
the house of commons for their provisions 
and services for the year and concludes by 
Saying that she has given her consent with 
pleasure to the measures for naval de- 
fenses, for lessening the agricultural taxes, 
for the protection of the cattle import from 
disease and measures for various other 
purposes, including the Irish land bill. 

In bidding farewell to the members of 
the house, her majesty prays that they 
may receive the blessings of providence 
and rest from their labors. 

Parliament was formally prorogued until 
October 3lst.

About a week ago tne seven companies 
of militia were withdrawn from the Brown 
works and the police protection taken 
away. Tonight a party of ten strikers went 
to the corner of Wade park and Hast 
Madison street and lay in wait for a party 
of workmen who came by on their way 
home from the Brown works. 

There were nine men in the little group 
of workmen with their dinner pails. With- 
out a mment’s warning tne strikers rushed 
from behind a saloon where they were in - 
hiding, and With a cry of." ¥) ) Ps 
shooting Into The crowd. A fé 
workmen were armed, and returned the fire. 
The battle lasted about tnree minutes, in 
which about thirty shots were fired, when 
the strikers fled. 

Four men were shot—two fatally. Of the 
number, two were strikers, (George Plumb, 
one of the workmen, was shot in the head, 
and is expectea to die, while Caldwell, an- 
other workman, was shot in the right leg 
and in the shoulder.

citizens slowly evaporated and the parched 
skin and brain cooled off. 

The sudden fall in temperature was the 
greatest in several weeks, and when the 
skies were darkened by the threatened 
storm and cool winds were forced into every 
nook and corner, and and factory 
overheated workmen were thankful for 
the relief. Although the rainfall was cum- 
paratively slight, the breezes 
and the atmosphere was made bearable if 
not comfortable. 

The indications yesterday morning were 
that the day would be as hot or hotter than 
any of the and when the 
clouds of the afternoon came up the register 
in the government weather office showed a 
temperature of $4 degrees, just 2 Cegrees 
lower than the highest of the year. he 
mercury had been steadily climbing all day, 
but the fall was precipitate and very rapid. 
A fall of 17 degrees at this season is un- 
usual, but the people were: doubtless will- 
ing for the establishment of new prece- 
dents so long as the thermometer indicated 
cooler weather. 

During the threatened storm the wind

Which. class of the two suffers more from 
hot weather is a problem which has long 
baffied the scientists and professors, and 
one which will perhaps never be settled, 
but it is claimed by both species of irheabi- 
tants that each suffers the worst.

Mr. Corrigan ds taller than the average 
citizen and he gets the benefit of any cool 
breeze which may hover in the higher 
regions beyond the reach of his fellow be- 
ings whose suction powers are not equal 
to the task of creating a draught from 
high altitudes. Mr. Corrigan says that 
he is keeping about as cooi as the avearge 
citizen, but the weather is trying his pow- 
ers of héat resistance. 


The Fat Men Suffer Most.

Catspaw Made of Hanye. 

There seems to be no-doubt but that 
Tom Delk was the leader of the men in 
the bold plot to bolt. It was-he, so it 1s 
said, who laid the plans and marshaled his 
forces. He it was who suggested it, and 
was to be the assailant of McCollough. 

It has also been discovered that Hanye 
was to bear the blame and the prisoners 
had agreed to place the knives and iron 
bar in his cell in order to save them- 
selves. 

“I never did agree 
should be killed,”” said Hanye, when he 
was asked about the plot. “I woul@ not 
have killed him, but only intended to hold 
him and take his pistol away. I would not 
have killed him.’’ 

Hanye’s statement is also corroborated 
by other prisoners and they say Delk had 
been the ringleader and was the first to 
begin laying his schemes for a break. The 
plan was that Delk was to unlock his door 
and hide in the bathroom. When McCul- 
lough entered the corridor Delk was to 
spring upon him and kill him if necessary. 
In the meantime Hanye was to break open 
his door and make a break through the 
cage door at the thead of the eorridor. 

This would have been an easy task, as 
it was supposed McCullough would liber- 
ate a number of men in order to place 
them in a dungeon for creating a disturb- 
ance. 

Can’t Account for the Weapons. 

Tne presence of the murderous weapons 
found in Hanye'’s cell is a mystery the 
jailers cannot solve. 

Hanye says the weapons were placed in 
his cell. Further than this he does not 
say. 

“I see no way in which the articles could 
possibly have been carried into the jail, 
unless it was by some of the men who stay 
abcut the ollice,”” said Captain Fubanks 
yesterday. ‘“‘These men might shave re. 
ceived them from confederates on the out- 
side while no one was looking, and could 
have hidden them in their trousers, but I 
don’t see how this can hardly be possible. 
It is all a mystery to me, and I ain doing 
all in my power to find out who is to 
blame for the matter.’’ 

A daily search of the cells are made by 
the guards and they can give no explana- 
tion as to the manner in which the knives 
and bar were carried into Hanye's cell.

Mr. Fred Warde, a member of the Young 
Men's Prayer Association, has been visit- 
ing Hanye every day, and the prisoner 
looks forward to the visits with pleasure. 
Frequentiy he asks the jailers in the of-

“I get lonely; and my heart is full of 
troubdbie. I want Mr. Warde and all Chris- 
tians to pray for me just as much as they 
/' can. 1 want to be prepared to meet my 
Maker when death comes, and Mr. Warde 
does me good when he prays with me.”’

In appearance the rocket will be like 
that used at Fourth of July celebrations 
with the exception that it will have no 
stick, and will be apout sixty feet in 
length. It will retain the main features 
of the cylindrical body and conical head 
of the ordinary rocket, and its inventor is 
sanguine it will either revolutionize sensa- 
tional aeronautics or add one more victim 
to man’s passion for the spectacular, The 
Inner mechanism of the rocket.is, of course, 
its most important feature, and this portion 
of the machine must be kept secret until 
the rocket is completed. 

Covered by Patents. 

The various devices for the propulsion of 
the monster, the steadying of its fight 
through the air, the provision of air to its 
human occupant, and the mechanical filling 
of the parachute at the crucial second wlé@n 
the rocket has reached its highest flight 
and would otherwise fall to earth at a 
rate fatal to the rider—all these, which are 
the essential features of the idea, will be 
thoroughly covered by patents in the 
United States and the leading foreign 
countries. But until the rocket is actually 
finished and ready for its trial flisht 
nothing will be filed with the patent of- 
fice which could enable piratical appropria- 
tors of other mens’ ideas to construct a 
similar machine and perhaps forestall the 
inventor. 

Mr. McEwen has given the better portion 
of the last two years to workii g out the 
many intricate details which it was neces- 
Sary to solve beyond question in order that 
the big rocket might prove the huge suc- 
cess its maker feels assured of and not a 
miserable death trap. He has made as many 
balloon ascensions as any man in the 
country. He hes been exploring the upper 
regions for nearly twenty years, and pos- 
Sesses great nerve. He has possession of 
his faculties at all times and never loses 
his head. Mciiwen is in the prime of life 
being about forty-five years of age. He 
has Scotch pluck and yankee ingenuity, 
great faith in himself and, more than that, 
an overweaning cesire for the glory which 
he thinks the success of his new invention 
will bring him. During the past two years 
a number of models have been experiment- 
ed with, and a great deal of careful test 
work done with varicus materials and dif- 
ferent forms of the rocket. At last a model 
has been produced, which has made three 
highly successful ascensions, and McEwen 
has begun work upon the sixty foot rocket 
of aluminum, bronze and other things, 
which is to carry him two miles into the 
air in fewer seconds than ever mortal man 
has ever before traversed that distance on 
earth or throuh air. 

When the new rocket is shot into the 
air the daring aeronaut will need all his 
nerve as well a8 his breath, for within 
five seconds and a half after he leaves the 
earth he must begin his decent by aid of 
his parachute. Where the rocket will go 
after the aeronaut leaves it and how it 
is to be controlled while he is still in it, 
the inventor has not yet divulged. 

McEwen is now supervising the con- 
struction of his invention and from time 
to time making slight modifications sug¢- 
gested by the work, though _the essential 
details have been most carefully figured 
Out upon sound mechanical lines. The work 
is necessarily slow, as it is an entirely 
novel sort of machine, and tests of mate- 
rial are carefully made at every . siage 
of progress upon the machine. 

Inventor a Practical Man. 

McEwen is an enthusiast, but has never 
been regarded as visionary in the slightest 
degree. In fact, he enjoys the reputation 
of being a very practical man and careful 
and painstaking. His early partner, Hogan, 
the successor of the Baldwins and Don- 
aldson. was killed in an accident, but in 
his hundreds of ascensions in the last 
eighteen years McEwen has never met 
with an accident of any description. His 
success has been due not only to good 
luck, but to the most scrupulous prepa- 
rations for safety, so far as it can be se- 
cured in so dansprous a business. He has 
the courage to take great-risks, and the 
prudence to take no risk whatever thet is 
not a necessary factor of aerial flicht. It 
is this courage which makes him insist that 
he. and no other man, shall make the 
first voyage in this gigantic skyrocket, and 
it is his prudence which leads him to ma- 
ture his plans slowly, and build his new 
tee aug with the most minute attention to 
aetail., 

The rocket will not make its initial as- 
cension until it is as perfect in construc- 
tion and material as it can possibly be 
made by the combined efforts of its in- 
ventor and the skillful mechanics who are 
building the monster. The aeronaut has 
been free to say that apart from adver- 
tising and money making purposes his 
rocket will not be ef special utility, but 
he does not pretend to be serving any 
philanthropical purpose in having it built. 
He is going up with it when the time 
comes, and if he comes down with it he 
expects to furnish a case for the coroner. 
He will run all risks himself and personally 
reap the glory necessarily attendant upon 
a successful aS8cent and an equally sue- 
cessful return to earth. When everything 
is ready for the ascent he says he will 
notify the public and if he fails h. expects 
to depart from the earth in a blaze of 
glory.

Alabama's Patriotic Populist Points the 
Proper Way. 


SAYS HE IS FOR MR. BRYAN 


Believes That There Should Be a Con- 
solidation of All Free Coin- 
age Votes. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 14.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Philander Morgan, of St. Ciair, che 
nestor of the people's parly of Alabama 
and one of the most patriotic and most in- 
fluential of that party's jeaders in this state, 
has written a manly, philosophical letter 
to a friend in this city, in which he gives 
his reasons why populists should support 
Sewall instead of Watson for the vice pres- 
idency. Major Morgan is one of the origi- 
nal populists of the south and has always 
been a “middle of the road” man, opposing 
the fusion of his party with the republicans 
in the sfate elections, because the principles 
of the two would not mix. He is a brother 
of Senator John T. Morgan and is one of 
the most highly respected men in the state. 


His letter is as follows: 

Easonville, Ala., August 10, 1896.—Col. 
A. B. Brassell, Montgomery, Ala.—My 
dear sir: Replying to your favor of Au- 

st 6th, 1 would say: 

i. That the defeat of Bryan 1s a fore- 
gone conclusion so long as the pro-Silver 
vote of the country is divided in any- 
thing like equal proportions.

DEADLOCK 


Negotiations for a Settlement of the 
Southern Rate War Is On.

Still a third idea was 
that parties would buy and extend it to 
Charleston and divert the line entirely 
from Savannah.

WHAT PARLIAMENT SEAT COSTS. 


A Candidate Must Provide Himself 
with a Pocketbook. 
From Chambers’s Journal. 

In the first place. the initial cost of ob- 
taining a seat in the house of commons is 
always great. Candidates are obliged, 1% 
the corrupt practices act of 1892 (which has 
fixed a maximum scale of electioneering 
expenses, varying in amount according to 
the extent and character of the constitu- 
ency) to furnish a return of their expenses; 
and, according to @ blue book on the sub- 
ject issued in connection with the general 
election of 1892, it appears that close on to 
a million in money W4S8 spent for seats in 
the hovse of commons in that electoral 
campaign. 

The average expense of the 670 successful 
candidates was about £700 each. But that 
does not, as a rule, represent a third of 
the financial cost of the honor and dignity 
of the office of member of parliament. Be- 
fore the contest takes place the constituen- 
cy has to be “nursed” with the view of 
obtaining the good Will and support of the 
electors. ‘‘Nursing” is a very expensive 
process. Many a man has spent from £1,000 
to £5,000 a year for tWo or even five years 
before the general election in the constitu- 
ency he aspires to represent. A newspaper 
has often been run DY 4 progressive candi- 
date at a tremendous loss, ostensibly for 
the laudable object of supplying the electors 
with news, but really to keep prominently 
before them the virtues of the man who 
is wooing their suffrage, and the grandeur 
and magnificence of the political principles 
he supports.

CONTINUANCE OF ABUSE 


Dispensaries Discussed and Various 
Phases, Personal and Public, of 
the Situation Reviewed. 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., August 14.—(Specfal.)— 
The South Carolina campaign circus held 
the last meeting of the week in Walhalla, 
the county seat of Oconee, a county where 
the dispensary cannot exist because of the 
moonshine and whose mountains the -dis- 
pensary constables dare not penetrate. 

Two meetings next week will bring the 
meetings to an end. 

Judge Earle, candidate for the senate, 
today began his speech by reference to 
the injustice to the people here and bad 
faith to the state. He considered the dis- 
pensary run by the state for profit certain 
to receive God’s curse. The people of the 
state had voted for prohibition and the dis- 
pensary was given as a compromise, but 
the restrictions put on the sale of liquor 
were disregarded and there was nothing to 
present every dispenser from running a 
blind tiger on his own hook. It was shown 
that the state did a million-dollar business. 
“Where did the money go?’ he asked. 
There was nothing to show for it. 

A man in the crowd asked Earle to talk 
about national affairs, but the crowd in- 
sisted on hearing more about the dispen- 
sary. Duncan made his usual charges 
against Governor Evans, with additions, 
Evans sat through it all, while men about 
the stand remarked that such talk in that 
section called for a fight. 

Leaving out past records, said Duncan, 
Evans’s conduct since entering the cam- 
paign should prevent his election. He was 
taking around armed guards at the state’s 
expensé to protect him while he insulted 
gentlemen. 

At Florence he had _. broken the law, 
and then defied arrest, threatening to take 
the town in charge, if the warrant was 
served on him, a bluff which he knew he 
could not carry out. He used the authority 
to appoint constables to reward men who 
has whooped for him. 

Governor Evans said the people knew an 
honest man when they saw one, He would 
not notice this “fellow Duncan.’ There 
were people who knew when and where 
they could strike with impunity. He was 


the governor of the state and could not. 


descend to the level of resenting these in: 
sults. 

The governor then made a warm faction- 
al speech, warning the people against s1.p- 
porting Earle, who was a conservative in 
1890: He was astonished that a judge should 
criticise features of the dispensary lew. 
thereby the constitutlonal convention. He 
considered himself a better lawyer than 
Earle and assured the people the judge's 
criticism would not hold water.

GOVERNOR EVANS DENIES IT 


Says He Did Hold an Interview with 
the Men Named, but They 
Sought It. 


Columbia, S. C., August 14.—(Special.)— 
The metropolitan police in Charleston are 
figuring to some extent on the senatorial 
campaign in this state. From time to time 
there have been rumors of ‘“‘deals’’ by 
whicn Charleston's large vote, which has 
always been anti-Tillman, anti-Evans and 
of course anti-dispensary, was to be de- 
livered to the administration for a consid- 
eration of certain executive favors or le- 
niency in the enforcement of the law. As 
Charleston is credited with having the only 
iron bound city ring in the state and with 
possessing an up-to-date boss in the person 
of the for-many-years Sheriff Furgerson, 
these rumors have been given more or less 
credence. Newspaper correspondents going 
around with the campaign have been hand- 
ed the following, which will be used in the 
State papers, together with Governor Evy- 
ans’s statement: 

On Saturday night of the Marion meet- 
ing General Evans returned home, ar- 
riving in Columbia about 10:10, and went 
directly to the mansion, where, at ll 
o'clock, he was joined by a delegation 
of five German citizens of Charleston, 
viz: Messrs. Wehman, Kroeg, Roesler 
and Stelling. This committee remain- 
ed with him till 2 o’clock. They went 
to Columbia on a written invitation from 
the governor, who made this proposition: 
“_ ou organize a German club in the city 
of Charleston of 500 members who wilil 
vote for me for the United States sen- 
ate. I will guarantee the Germans of 
Charleston private dispensaries.’’ Im ev- 
idence of this Stelling has been canvass- 
ing Charleston in that interest, and none 
of those gentlemen will deny these facts, 
as it 1s too well known in Charleston to 
admit of a denial. 

General Evans was shown the statement 
and asked for his version of the affair in 
order that both statements might appear ' 
together. He declared the charges untiue 
and went on to say that the gentlemen 
named had called on him a day or two 
before the campaign opened and asked him 
what he was going to do about the dispen- 
sary in Charleston. He told them that 
in his next message to the legislature he 
would probably recommend some special 
legislation for Charleston. That if they 
could not enforce the dispensary law with 
the metropolitan police, he would take that 
system of police off the city and leave it to 
the legislature or recommend to them 
some modifications to suit the particular 
case of Charleston, where it was impossi- 
ble to Keep out illicit liquor or prevent its 
sale. 

While there were seventeen men at ths 
last term of court convicted of selling liq- 
uor in Charleston, the law has been more 
generally violated under the metropolitan 
police system than before. In many in- 
Stances men had been appointed who had 
gone down there from the up country and 
could scarcely find their way about the 
town. These men were absolutely inno- 
cent of the ways and haunts of the blind 
tigers. 

Governor Evans concluded his statement 
by saying that he had had on a former 
occasion an opportunity to make a deal for 
Charleston’s vote, which had been offered 
by I'urgerson and Smythe, men who were 
able to deliver the goods. He had not 
taken advantage of the offer, he said, and 
had no dealings in that line with these 
other gentlemen. , 

Citizens of Charleston will be shocked to 
learn that their votes have been upon the 
market.

The Philosophy of Strikes. 

Among the various evils which the 
republican policy of finance has en- 
gendered in this country may be includ- 
ed the labor strikes which have occurred 
With such deplorable frequency within 
the last few years. 

When money is plentiful and times 
prosperous, no one ever hears a mur- 
mur of complaint from labor. It is 
only when depression settles upon the 
money market and the producers of the 
land are unable to realize anything 
like a satisfactory price for the articles 
which they produce that labor becomes 
restless and dissatisfied. 

Strikes were never heard of until the 
single gold standard was foisted upon 
the country. Then began the long period 
of discontent which has continued down 
to the present time. 

Taking the figures contained in the 
official records, the amount of money 
which the laboring men of this country 
have lost since 1881 aggregates nearly 
$200,000,000, while, during the same 
time, employers likewise have suffered 
to the extent of $95,000,000.

which these figures set forth is direct- 
ly traceable to the single gold standard. 
As the volume of the nation’s currency 
Has been restricted, prices have neces- 
sarily been reduced and with the de- 
cline in prices there has been a conse- 
quent, if not a simultaneous, decline in 
wages. In order to restore good times 
and prevent the possibility of strikes, it 
is necessary that silver should be placed 
on a parity with gold. Until this 1s 
done, strikes will abound and the spec- 
ters of want and suffering will continue 
to stalk abroad through the land. 

From a recent issue of The Labor 
Journal the following significant para- 
graph is clipped, showing the demorali- 
zation which prevails in lavor circles at 
the present time: 

In Boston 10,000 laborers are out of 
work. In Worcester 7,000 are uneme- 
ployed; in New Haven, 7,000; In Provl- 
dence, 9,600; in New York city, 100,000; 
Utica is a small city, but the unemploy- 
ed number 16,000: in Paterson, N. J., one- 
half the people are idle; in Philadelphia, 
15,000; 10,000 in Baltimore; 3,000 in Wheel- 
ing ; 6,000 in Cincinnati; 8,000 In Clevee 
land; 4,000 in Columbus: 5,000 in Indian- 
apolis; 2,500 in Terre Haute; 200,000 In 
Chicago; 25,000 in Detroit: 20,000 in Mil- 
waukee; 6,000 in Minneapolis; Vicksburg, 
1,000; St. Louis, 80,000; St. Joseph, 2,000; 
Omaha, 2,000: Butte City, Mont., 5,000; 
15,000 in San Francisco. 

If those who indorse the single gold 
Standard are not able to produce a better 
argument than this, they had better 
abandon the fight, so far as that side of 
the controversy is concerned, and es- 
pouse the cause of bimetallism.

The Woman in Politics. 

Ileretofore the Woman in politics has 
been a vague presence, speaking through 
conventions, and yet failing to create a 
political personality, 

It was reserved to some far northwest- 
ern states, where the rude frontiersman 
appreciated Woman more than she was 
valued in the home of her plentitude, to 
confer the right of suffrage upon her; 
and there she began to be a living factor 
in the settlement of political questions. 
The action of the republican convention 
of the state of Wyoming has given cul- 
mination to the struggle for conferring 
masculine privileges upon women by se- 
lecting a woman for the position of pres- 
idential elector. 

Mrs. Malloy, the woman thus destined 
to become the vehicle of the popular 
will, is at opposite politics from her 
husband, and will not have his support 
during her canvass for election. Mrs. 
Malloy is a prominent goldbug, wanting 
the most valuable dollar that her hus- 
band can give her, while he if an ex- 
treme silver man at the ratio of 16 or 
more to 1. 

The campaign which will be waged by 
the combative Mrs. Malloy will no 
doubt be watched by women all over the 
country, who will be curious to see 
what sort of a fight a woman will make 
in the area of politics. It is some- 
what unfortunate for Mrs. Malloy that 
she fs on the wrong side, politically, this 
year; otherwise she might stand a 
chance of election.

Norway and Sweden at Odds. 

Between Norway and Sweden a bond 
of political union has existed for more 
than eighty years, 

Such, however, is the racial difference 
between the two nations that, instead of 
being a stout cordage, this bond of union 
is merely a flimsy cobweb. Not only 
does it fail to unite the people into one 
harmonious body, but it sharply accen- 
tuates the peculiarities which exist be- 
tween them and renders amalgamation 
impossible. 

While Sweden is strongly disposed in 
favor of royal principles, Norway, on 
the other hand, is strongly inclined 
toward republicanism. Both inherit in 
their veins the fiery temper of the old 
original vikings, and being of a most in- 
flamiable nature, the differences which 
exist between them often give rise to 
bitter and prolonged contentions. 

The present union between the two 
countries was formed in 1815 on a basis 
which met the approval of the states- 
men of that period and which was 
thought to be a lasting one. Irom sub- 
sequent events, however, it appears that 
the «conditions upon which the union 
was based were anything else but wisely 
stipulated, they have since given 
rise to innumerable interpretations. The 
main point on which the Swedes and 
Norwegians have differed has been in 
ihe management of local affairs. Un- 
der the constitution, the enactment of 
general laws is vested in the central 
government. Local affairs, however, 
have been managed by the respective 
states themselves, fecause of the rad- 
ical difference existing between them, 
the Norwegians have contended for a 
Separate consular service while the 
Swedes have offered objections when- 
ever the subject has. been raised. 

In 1898 the Norwegian legislature, 
offended by the unrelenting opposition 
of the Swedes, refused to make an ap- 
propriation to the support of the joint 
consular service to the United Kingdom. 
Sweden, on the other hand, appropriated 
her share, usual, and retaliated in 
a manner which still further inflamed 
the Norwegians. Nevertheless the latter 
refused and thus the quarrel continued. 

Should the quarrel result in a declara- 
tion of hostilities, it is likely that some 
of the European Keitoniiog cael take a 
hand in.the game. Such is likely to be 
the result unless the difficulties existing 
between the two countries are speedily 
adjusted. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Overlooking the tranquil waters of the 
Hudson stands the handsome mAusoleum 
which the people of this country have 
erected to the memory of General U. 5. 
Grant. Several years have elapsed 
the labor of putting up this stupendous 
pile commenced, and though not as yet 
finished, it will doubtless be in readiness 
for dedication on the anniversary of Gener- 
al Grant’s birthday, which occurs on the 
19th of next April. Representing a total 
coat of several hundred thousand dollars, 
the mausoleum is one of the finest in the 
world. At present the ashes of General 
Grant repose in a small ‘brick vault just 
to the left of the Mausoleum. In speaking 
of the proposed dedication The DBoston 
Transcript says: 

“It is plarned that the president of the 
United States shall preside, assisted by his 
cabinet; that the diplomatic corps of ail 
the nations of the earth having relations 
with us shall be there; that the North At- 
lantic savadron and warships from foreign 
countries shall throng the river, and that 
pomp and splendor shall be shown in the 
ordering of everything. As we recede from 
those stirring events which brought Gen- 
eral Grant so deeply into the contidence 
and affection of the American people, the 
value ‘of his s-rvices becomes more strik- 
ingly apparent. Party criticism is hushed, 
and all acknowledge that he was one of his 
country’s greatest and noblest sons.”

Correction of a Falsehood. 

Atlanta, Ga., August 14, 1896.—The above 
letter was received by me yesterday. 

I have not seen Azmon A. Murphey but 
twice in two years until the meeting of the 
populist convention on August 6th. 

He brought me a letter about a crop of 
cotton made by a friend of his in Houston 
county last winter and requested me to 
publish a statement about it, which I did. 
I saw him at the democratic convention 
at Macon last June. I did not converse 
with him on politics either time, and ngver 
in my life about Governor Atkinson's elec- 
tion. 

If he says I made any such statement as 
is given in the above letter, to him or 
any one else, it is false. I was General 
Evans's friend and did all I could to have 
him nominated. When Governor Atkin- 
son was nominated I did all I could to 
elect him. And while for personal reasons 
I would have preferred General Evans, I 
have had no cause to complain of any act 
of Governor Atkinson’s since he was 
elected. I voted for him and helped to 
give him a majority of 1,529 in this county, 
where the local feeling was strong for 
General Evans and where Judge Hines re- 
sided. 

I was a member of the legislature when 
the official vote of the state for governor 
and statehouse officers was counted in 
the presence of the general assembly of 
Georgia on the 26th day of October, 18%. 
I was present and heard the roll of each 
county called, and official vote for 
these officers canvassed under the super- 
vision of Senators Broughton and Beeks 
and Messrs. Mell, Barnes and Hogan, as 
tellers, in an open session of the general 
assembly. The official vote showed that 
Governor <AtkKinson received 121.6¢% and 
Hines 9,888, giving a majority of 24,161 for 
Governor Atkinson. 

All the members of the legislature pres- 
ent were acting under oath and if I or any 
member had any doubt about the accuracy 
of the vote, then and there was the place 
to make it known. There was not a single 
cbjection made by any member of the leg- 
islature to the report and it remains on the 
record without objection or dissent from 
eny one so far as I know. It is proper 
that I should state also that I never heard 
of this statement of Murphey’s until 1 
received the above letter.

SOME FACTS ON HYDROPHOBIA. 


Dr. William Carnes Makes an Inter- 


esting Statement on the Subject. 

During the recent hot weather there have 
been many mad dog scares, and people have 
become afraid to go out on the street be- 
cause they think that they might get bitten 
by a mad dog. 

Several times a stampede has almost 
been caused by some one crying ‘Mad 
dog!”’ and every day reports come to the 
policemen from all parts of the city that 
mad dogs have been seen. It is generally 
thought that the extreme)/#\warm weather 
has caused the lmxee—fiumber of cases of 
hydrophobia. Dr. William H. Carnes, the 
well-known veterinary surgeon, was seen 
yesterday and asked why hydrophobia was 
so prevalent. 

“This question as to hydrophobia, or 
rabies, as it is sometimes called,’’ said Dr. 
Carnes, “is a very difficult one to explain. 
Hydrophobia simply signifies a dread of 
water. The rabid dog never has the dread 
of wafer, 

“On many occasions when it is thought 
that a mad dog is running through the 
Streets it is only excitement in a com- 
munity caused by the sight of a strange 
dog. You can readily understand how this 
is. If a strange dog, perhaps from the 
country or from some neighboring town, 
loses his master he will become greatly 
excited and run frantically through the 
streets, chased, possibly by a lot of men and 
boys crying ‘Mad dog!’ Great excitement 
prevails, and this poor brute is subjected to 
severe punishment and _ attacks almost 
every dog he meets. He soon becomes €X- 
hausted and falls prostrated and snaps and 
bites at all who approach. 

‘‘The reason I make this assertion is due 
partially to experience. JI could cite meny 
such instances that would convince you of 
the bact. In the first place rabies is not 80 
prevalent. Few cases are on record, and 
the dog day belief should be abolished, for 
it has nothing whatever to do with the mad 
dog. 

“Remember the effect of heat in 
summer weather and these conditions, 
the result is brain fever or sunstroke. 
example, take the tropical countries, 
stralia for instance; in this country 
dog day season has never been recognized, 

‘The cause is, of course, due to the specif- 
ic virus contagious only through an abrasion 
to man or beast or by inoculation. It is 
due to the atmospheric influences and 
the peculiar change within the system, I 
am no believer in spontaneous origins, but 
in this case I am satisfied that it could 
unquestionably arise spontaneously by ‘in- 
breeding only.’ 

“Invariably after an outbreak of hydro- 
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Phobia how often do you hear that it is a 
strange dog! I do not mean to say that 
there is no such thing as a mad dog, but I 
do say that nine out of every ten cases are 
never affected with this dread malady. 
I‘or if once the virus enters the system 
there is no amount of treatment, no matter 
how scientifically administered, that will 
prevent this awful result, which wiil soon- 
er or later follow. The only treatment is 
before it enters the circulatory system. 
The period of incubation is from .two to 
three aays or even months and years.”

POPS’ CAMPHEETING 


Three Thousand of Them Gathered at 
Alpharetta Yesterday, 


WAS THE CLOSING DAY 


Watson Was There and Spoke to the 
Gathering. 


HELO THEM NEARLY THREE  HoURS 


Confined Himself Mostly to State Is- 
sues and Said Nothing New Re- 
garding National Affairs. 


Fully three thousand people assembled in 
the little town of Alpharetta yesterday to 
listen to Hon. Thomas E. Watson. 

It was the third day of the big populist 
camp meeting. A large bush arbor had 
been erected beneath two magnificent oaks 
in a grove just outside of the town. The 
Fifth regiment band from Atlanta furnished 
the music, and people came from fifty 
miles away to hear the speaking. There 
was a programme for each day. The ora- 
tor for the first day was-Hon. Frank Bur- 
kett, of Mississippi. On the second day 
Hon. Seaborn Wright spoke, while for the 
third and final occasion Mr. Watson was 
scheduled. The meetings had been widely 
advertised and for the past few days Al- 
pharetta has entertained thousands of vis- 
itors. 

They came from the counties on both 
sides of the river, horse back, mule back 
and in vehicles of all sorts and descrip- 
tions, while not a few trudged many miles 
on foot. It was the big opening rally of 
the campaign in north Georgia, and the 
loyal populists were bound to attend. Each 
day when the big orator of the occasion 
had made his speech, the programme was 
filled in by speeches from smaller lights, 
local candidates and impromptu addresses. 
In many instances entire families came to 
spend one or more days, and while the men 
and boys listened to the political talk, the 
women sat in the shade and devoted their 
attention to keeping the babies quiet—a fu- 
tile task. It was a genuine camp meeting, 
except that politics took the place of re- 
ligion. 

Yesterday’s crowd was by far the largest 
which had assembled on any of the three 
days—the announcement that Tom Wat- 
son was to speak having brought them 
from far and near. By 10 o'clock, when 
Mr. Watson drove on the grounds, there 
were about three thousand people there, 
He was greeted by lusty cheers as he went 
to the speaker's stand under the arbor. 

Introduced by Hugh Colquitt. 

Mr. Watson was accompanied by Mr. 
Hugh Colquitt, who made a short speech 
‘before Watson began: Mr. Colquitt an- 
nounced that he was a democrat, but ar- 
gued that if the democrats toted fair, they 
would give the populists a place on the 
ticket, and boidly announced his intention 
of supporting Watson for vice president. 
Hie was warmly applauded at this point. 
After a short speech he sat down, and Hon. 
J. A. Parsons, the master of ceremonies 
and prime mover of the rally, arose and in 
a few words, introduced Watson. 

As Watson arose and stood before 
audience, he was given an ovation in 
way of applause that fairly lifted the 
bushes off the roof. After waiting for the 
applause to cease he stretched out his hand 
in one of his customary attitudes and se- 
cured silence. From that time on for over 
two hours he held his audience. There 
were many democrats and a few republi- 
cans in the crowd, but they s®emed to feel 
that the day belonged to the populists and 
the few interruptions that were made were 
of a quiet and orderly character. 

Mr. Watson began his speech by a brief 
review of the political situation and then 
as he got into his subject he fell into his 
usual vein, and began to tackle individuals 
and individual. issues in a characteristic 
way. It was evidently his purpose to help 
out the state ticket first. He followed up 
the arguments made the day before by 
Wright and started some new ones. Gov- 
ernor Atkinson he handled without gloves, 
and if the governor had been present to re- 
ply there would doubtless have been some 
warm cross firings. Among other things he 
brought up the story of the pardoning of 
Hinton, the man who killed the one-armed 
negro in Wilkes county. He said that he 
had been present and heard the man plead 
guilty to the charge of murder in open 
court, and yet he had never received an 
hour’s punishment or ever worn a stripe. 

Meant for the Negroes. 

his was intended to play on the negroes, 
quite a crowd of whom stood on one side 
of the arbor. He easily excited them and 
was frequently greeted with cries of ‘‘Det’s 
de truth,’’ ‘‘Yes, Lord,’’ and other exclama- 
tions, but he evidently failed to catch the 
ear of the colored brother in fhat success- 
ful way that Governor Atkinson does. 

In dealing with national questions Mr. 
Watson went pretty much over the ground 
covered by his speech in Atlanta last week, 
but on tHe state platform he got into new 
ground. 

“We believe,”’ he said, “in the separation 
of the young from the old criminals, in 
the establishment of a reformatory, where 
young boys, white or black, who fall into 
the hands of the law, may be taught how to 
work, may be trained to useful trades, so 
that when they have served their terms 
they may be sent back to their homes to 
make useful citizens, instead of being 
turned loose after long associations with 
the most hardened of criminals, familiar- 
ized with and trained to every atrocity and 
crime that human nature can be guilty of. 
My fellow countrymen, this is one of the 
crying evils of our present law. Let us 
go out of the business of educating har- 
dened criminals. Let us cease to defeat the 
very end for which justice and punishment 
is intended by establishing reformatories, 
so that your boy who goes to prison 
may come back to you a better man than 
he went and not return from a state inst!- 
tution so hardened in iniquity and crime 
that no path is open to him except that to 
the gallows.”’ 

Appeal to the Negroes. 

In this line he made a further appeal for 
the negro yote, telling them that the popu- 
lists would take care of the negro convicts 
as they should be cared for. In further 
urging them to support the populist ticket, 
he said: 

“You colored men owe us your votes. It 
was the populist party which first demand- 
ed and secured for you the right to vote. 
You had it in theory, but you never had it 
in fact until we gave it to you. The demo- 
erats never gave it to you. The republi- 
cans tried to give you the power to vote, 
but they never succeeded in doing it until 
the populist party demanded and secured 
for you this right that had so long been 
lawfully yours, and now, when by our ef- 
forts you can vote, are you going to use 
your votes against us?” 

The cleuse in the populist platform on 
which he spoke most earnestly was the pro- 
hibition plank. North Georgia has a unique 
record of its own on the whisky question 
which makes the discussion of the question 
a difficult path. Especially is this true of 
the mountain counties. But Mr. Waison 
plunged boldly and fearlessly into the dis- 
cussion and handled the saloon without 
gloves. 

“Weare pledged,” he said, “to abolish the 
barrooms. They tell us that this is going 
to lose us votes in north Georgia. My 
friends, that is a slander on north Georgia 
(applause). It is a libel on your section to 
say that your people think more of a grog- 


the 
the 


; shop than they do of sober boys and of the 


girls whom their boys are going to marry. 
But there is a legitimate use for ardent 
spirits in the arts and in medicine, Let the 
state take hold of it. Enact a dispensary 
law, and sell pure whisky at a fair price to 
that man who needs it for a legitimate 
purpose. Athens has a dispensary and 
Gainesville has a dispensary. Go ask the 
people of those cities how it works, and ask 
them if they would give them up and take 
back the barrooms? 

“They tell us that the negroes are against 
it, and are going to fight it. It is a slander 
on the colored man. You men, would you 
vote for those vile chain-lightning selling, 
rotgut dispensing shops in preference to 
having honest, sober, industrious sons to 
till your fields? (Cries of “No! No!’) Why, 
the smell of the very corks of the stuff 
they sell you is enough to knock you down. 

On the Whisky Issue. 

“No, my friends, never let it he said that 
this dispensary law lost the people’s party 
votes in north Georgia. For your very 
pride in your native hills and _ val- 
leys, in the happiness of your 
daughters and the manhood and 
sobriety of your boys, don’t let them say 
that.”’ 

He spoke on this theme at length, refer- 
ring to the saloon as-situated in the midst 
of schoolhouses and churches, and firing 
its gun at both, It was a theme suggestive 
of eloquence, and the speaker was at his 
best in his description of the homes and 
happiness of those who should work to re- 
move the blight of the barrooms from their 
midst. During this portion of his speech he 
was interrupted by frequent applause, espe- 
cially from the numerous ladies in the 
crowd. Probably the most vociferous de- 
Onstrations of approval came from a red- 
nosed countryman in the front rank of the 
audience, who had evidently been putting 
the whisky question to a practical test 
before the speaking began. This gentleman 
divided with the band the honor of furnish- 
ing amusement for the crowd, 

When Mr. Watson concluded, the chair- 
man announced a recess of two hours. Af- 
ter the adjournment large numbers of men, 
women and children came forward and 
shook Mr. Watson’s hand. 

General Phillips, of Marietta, was to 
speak in the afternoon and conclude the 
meeting, but a heavy rainstorm drove the 
crowd to shelter, and as soon as the rain 
‘ceased the big crowd got in motion for 
home. Every road leading out of Alpharet- 
ta was one long procession of vehicles and 
horsemen. The whole crowd was good hu- 
mored, good order having been a marked 
Characteristic of the whole three days’ 
meeting. 

In some respects the rally was unique— 
Particularly in the large proportion of wo- 
men and children present. There were ba- 
bies galore, who never ceased to put them- 
Selves loudly in evidence. For the young 
people it had all the characteristics of a 
picnic. While orators were thundering un- 
der the arbor, young couples were discus- 
sing no less important subjects under the 
green trees. The political enthusiasm 
did not run high. Only once or twice did 
the applause have a resounding ring about 
it—as when Mr. Watson asked the moun- 
tainous counties to meet the lowland coun- 


ties with tidings of victory in October, But | 


the managers of the rally.seemed pleased 
with the result. 

The crowd was a populist one, but not 
overwhelmingly so, there being almost as 
many of other faiths present as populists.

The Frightful Experience of a Man 
in Pennsylvania.

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CALL IS FORCED. 


Committee Will Be Compelled To Order 
State Convention. 


REPUBLICAN WRANGLE WARM 


Blacks Have Forced the “Lily Whites” 
To Make the Call. 


IRREGULARITIES IN NAMING ELECTORS 


Convention Will Probably Reconsider 
the Action Taken During the 
Session in Macon. 


The state central committee of the re- 
publican party will meet in Atlanta Monday 
and the members are prepared to do those 
things which in the eyes of the black 
members of the party have been left un- 
done. 

A state convention will be called. The 
former action of the committee in naming 
the electors from the congressional dis- 
tricts will probably be appealed and the 
selection of electors left to the respective 
districts. 

Colonel A. E. Buck, chairman of the 
State central committee, intimated some 
time ago that he would call the convention. 
He did not care, however, to take the re- 
sponsibility upon his own shoulders and, 
therefore, issued a call for the state centig 
committee to meet. This committee will 
be forced by the demands of the blacks to 
call a state convention. A full statehouse 
ticket will be put out, and a vigorous cam- 
paign will be waged. 

Colonel Buck has been coerced. It was 
not his intention to hold a state conven- 
tion. In the first place he did not care for 
any state ticket to be put out. Hanson, of 
Macon, was his choice for governor, but 
Major Hanson decided’ that he did not care 
to make the race. He was named as one 
of the electors at large. It is said that 
Colonel Buck saw that defeat would fol- 
low if he should call the convention. There 
has been a rebellious spirit in the ranks 
of the republicans since the last state con- 
vention. ‘The colored members of the party 
have declared that they would dethrone 
Colonel Buck. It was said that this dis- 
Satisfied element was in the miajority and 
would override the old leaders should a 
State convention be called. It was for this 
reason that no call was issued. : 

Since the meeting of the state central 
committee at Macon, however, and since 
the naming of the “‘lily white ticket,’’ there 
has been a call everywhere for a state 
convention, and Colonel Buck and his com- 
mittee have been forced to yield to it. 

When the convention assembles there will 
be a lively wrangle between those who are 
opposed to Colonel Buck and the old lead- 
ers, who will fight to retain their stand. 
The Love faction will make an effort to 
capture the convention. Should they suc- 
ceed in carrying things their way it would 
be difficult to say what the reault would be. 

As to who will be named for governor, it 
is acknowledged that Colonel Tom Johnson, 
of Savannah, will lead the ticket. He will 
take the stump and will make a lively cam- 
paign. The plan to fuse with the populists 
has been defeated. There will be no at- 
tempt at fusion.» The republicans will put 
out a s-raight ticket and will make a 
straight fight. 

A matter of serious consideration for the 
commiutteee will be the selection of electors. 
The state central committee at its last 
meeting named the elctors in all districts. 
This was 2n unprecedented action and has 
caused a huge howl. It is claimed by the 
colored republicans that this snap action 
was taken to get white men named. They 
will have the matter reconsidered at thy 
state convention and a number of changes 
will be made.

Failures Continue To Increase Under the 
Gold Standard, 


MERCHANTS CRY FOR RELIEF 


There Were 298 Failures for the Week 
Against 196 in the Same Week 
Last Year. 


New York, August 14.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that the volume of busl- 
ness throughout the country is practically 
unchanged. New features do not point 
to improvements in prospects for fall busi- 
ness. Industries generally continue qutet, 
with more men idle than a week ago. The 
most significant feature was higher rates 
for money early in the week; some difficul- 
ty in obtaining time money. 

Jobbers in woolens are meeting immediate 
wants only. Receipts of new wools exceed 
sales and manufacturers prefer to let hold- 
ers carry the raw material. Jobbers of 
dry goods report no outlook for an active 
fall demand, Higher priced cotton 
strengthens views of manufacturers, but 
‘does not sell goods. 

Mercantile collections are _ difficult to 
make at Charleston and at Atlanta they 
are poor. Jacksonville jobbers report re- 
mittances slow, as do those at Birming- 
ham, and in the west, at Cleveland, Detroit, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. There is little or 
no demand for fron or steel, notwithstand- 
ing the capacity of furnaces in blast was 
restricted_diping July more than eighty 
thousand t6ns, Manufacturers of hard- 
ware and jewelry report business excessive- 
ly dull. Crop reports from some portions 
of the country are dNscouraging, while the 
vegetable crop in Florida has been greatly 
reduced by the drought. Crop conditions in 
Alabama have fallen off within two weeks, 
and the Kentucky tobacco out-turn has 
been reduced by the prolonged drought. 
Wholesale dealers at Chicago and at St. 
Louis report moderate gains in distribu- 
tion of dry goods. 

The brighter side of the picture ts found 
in generally. favorable crop cenditions at 
the south, which have stimulated buying 
at Baltimore, Savannah, New Orleans and 
Texas. The early movement of cotton is 
pointing to improved mercantile collec- 
tions. The financial situation at New Or- 
leans is relieved by sugar bounty pay- 
ments, 

There are 258 business failures reported 
throughout the United States this week, 
compared with 269 last week. The increase 
&s compared with the corresponding total 
one year ago is 63. 

R. G. Dun & Co. 

!' New York, August 14—R. G. Dun & 
Co. will say tomorrow in their weekly re- 
view of trade that failures for the week 
have been 298 in the United States, against 
196 last year, and 36 in Canada, against 38 
last year. An extraordinary spell of deadly 
hot weather thas affected trade throughout 
the country, and in the east speculative 
feeling was somewhat affected until Thurs- 
day by apprehension of the. possible in- 
fluence of the Bryan meeting. With cool- 
er weather there came also on Thursday 
perception that the meeting would not affect 
business unfavorably. But other conditions 
were not stimulating. According to gov- 
ernment reports, the crops have suStained 
sericus injuries. Labor difficulties extend 
and the closing of the establishments for 
want of work and the refusal of com- 
mercial loans by banks checked operations 
in many branches of industry and trade. 
The. week, therefore, closes as the last 
week did, with domestic business unusual- 
ly dull for the season. 

Iron production was reduced 20,764 tons 
weekly in June and has been further re- 
duced since August Ist, while unsold stocks 
increased 26,192 tons in July. The stoppage 
of a large share of the Connellsville Coke 
works and of many lake iron mines is fair 
indication that the two combinations do 
not believe anything could be gained by 
reducing the prices of materials, and the 
main difficulty obviously the extreme 
narcowness of demand for finished products, 
which so small that most transactions 
are at some concessions, even from the 
current low prices. With Alabuma No. 
2, offered at $6.50 at Birmingham, equiva- 
lent to $19.25 here, against $11.50 for north- 
ern No. 2, the market is not large enough 
to support prices of either. 

The boot and shoe industry is approach- 
ing the end of orders at hand and graduai 
advances in the prices named tend to the 
restriction of new orders. Leather is scarce- 
ly changed in price, many of the tanneries 
having ceased operations, but hides are 
6 per cent Tower for the week and have 
declined 17.43 per cent within the last five 
weeks. The woolen manufacturer makes 
little change, with not more than a third 
of the machinery now running and the de- 
mand for goods does not improve, although 
prices of some important grades have been 
further reduced. Nor has improvement 
appeared in cotton goods, although the cur- 
tailment of production for some weeks has 
been great.

| BETWEEN CHINA AND JAPAN. | 


Gen. Foster Tells of the Treaty Which 
Was Recently Negotiated. 


Generat Foster, who ac companied Li 
liung Chang on his mission to negotiate 
peace with Japan, in the capacity of con- 
fidential adviser to the emperor of China, 

ributes a characteristic 
aheaae viceroy to the August Centurg. 
Concerning the treaty of Shimonoseki, Mr. 


Foster says: 


While he thus bore the most important 


trust ever committed to him by the em- 
peror, it was by no means a tusk to his 
liking. Tle was by nature high and spirit- 
ed, and his military and political success 
had made him haughty imperious. 
He was proud of his country, of its past 
histery, and of its institutions, lie par- 
took of the national feeling of contempt 
for the Japanese, and he felt keenly the 
humilfation which the war had inflicted up- 
on his people. He ace w the mission to 
which he had been a ened would, make 
him unpopular, and him to fresh 
indignities from his partisan enemies. He 
felt he was taking his life on Japanese 
soil, and he so expressed himself to the 
incredulous foreign ciplomats at. Peking; 
but he dared not shrink from the duty 
which his sovereign .had imposed upon 
him 

Seldom has a public man, under such try- 
ing circumstances, borne himself with 
such true heroism and patriotle devotion. 
A high-spirited and proud man, he went

| to the land of the de spised but triumphant 


enemy to sue for peuce and yet he never 
fulled to maintain his accustomed demean- 
his country’s dignity. And it is due 

Japunese ple nipotentiaries who were 
designated. to receive and treat with him 
ut Shimonoseki to state that they exhib- 
ited toward him the highést. marks of re- 
spect, and-during the entire negotiations 
ullowed no word to escape from their Ips, 
and nothing to occur, which might be con- 
sidered personally uffensive to their dis- 
tinguished guest.*He had the good for- 
tune to conduct negotiations with two 
compeers, “men of marked ability, and 
worthy representatives of their government 
und race. Marquis Ito, the prime minister, 
ix a typical member of the progressive par- 
tv, educated in Europe, and trained in 
modern political science and methods of 
gUVernment, but an ardent and patriotic 
Japanese. He had a valuable colleague in 
(‘count Mutsu, minister of foreign affairs, 
who had been long in his country’s service 
ut home and abroad. Marquis -Ito, ten 
vears before, had been sent by his govern- 
ment to Tien-Tsin to arrsnge with the 
Viceroy Li a settlement of Corean affairs; 
and the same subject brought the viceroy 
to Japan, but under changed conditions for 
the negotiations. 

The defeated party always negotlates at 
a disadvantage, and the viceroy did not 
fail to appreciate the situation: but the 
judgment of the impartial observer ts that 
he came out of it with as much credit as 
was possible, and it is quite certain that 
he Obtained ‘better terms for his country 
than any other Chinese official could have 
secured. This was due in part to the 
personal consideration shown him by the 
negotiators, but mainly to his 
own diplomatic experience and his thorough 
knowledge of his own government. 

Japan was robbed of a lurge measure of 
her triumph by the interposition of the 
lruropean powers, and it has been stated 
that the Vicerov consented in the treaty to 
the cession of the Liaotung peninsula only 
because of his knowledge that these pow- 
ers would compel its return to China. jut 
that is not a fair statement of the facts. 
Neither the viceroy nor his government 
had received any information from Russia 
or other power before the treaty was sign- 

as to its action on the. subject, but he 
been 2 close student of European polt- 
for many vears, and his action was 
based upon convictions born of that Study. 
lie neither reads nor speaks any foreign 
language, but he has secretaries charged 
With the duty of keeping him Informed 
of current events, and has had much In- 
tercourse with diplomats and other intelll- 
gent foreigners, and he weH knew that Rus- 
sia, if no other nation, would not allow 
the domination of Corea by Japan or its 
permanent lodgment on the continent so 
near to Peking and Russta’s own posses- 
sions, and he was willing to make the Liao- 
tung cession in order to escape other harsh 
terms. 

But the. viceroy’s 
strength of character 
ous in his conduct after the treaty was 
Signed and he had returned to China’ He 
Sent urgent telegraphic representations to 
the emperor and to the foreign office, call- 
ing for prompt ratification and exchange 
of the treaty, in spite of the foreign in- 
fluence and the national clamor. His per- 
sonal enemies were actively exerting them- 
selves against the treaty, led by the Vice- 
roy Chang Chi-tung, who had written the 
highly laudatory address on the occas'‘on 
of his birthday celebration, and who to that 
end was fomenting the rebellion tn Formo- 
Sa and supplying the rebels with arms 
from the imperial arsenal at Shanghai. If 
greatly redounds to the credit of the young 
emperor that in such a grave crisis he fol- 
lowed the advice of his venerable counselor 
und ratified the treaty.
